After the more solid portion of the dinner had been dis- 
posed of, the reports of officers and standing committees 
were presented.

The report 
of the Committee on the Paris Exhibition, presented by 
Mr. Ralph Modjeski, recounted the steps taken to secure 
exhibits under the auspices of the society. These will in- 
clude a large model of the Chicago Drainage Canal, and 
many of the contractors on that work will exhibit models 
of the special machinery used. Short addgesses were made 
by the retiring president, Mr. Onward Bates, and by the 
incoming president, Mr. A. V. Powell. 

In the after-dinner speeches, particular attention was paid 
to the early days of the society, whicn was organized in 
1869 as the Civil Engineers’ Club of the Northwest, and 
was incorporated as the Western Society of Engineers in 
1880. Mr. L. P. Morehouse read extracts from the min- 
utes of the old club; Mr. Octave Chanute spoke on “The 
Kansas City Bridge in 1869;"" Mr. W. M. R. French, “The 
Board of Public Works in 1869;"" Mr. Ossian Guthrie, 
“Deepening the Illinois and Michigan Canal in 1866."" Mr. 
Isham Randolph spoke on ‘“‘The Opening of the Drainage 
Canal, Jan. 2, 1900,’’ and Mr. L. E. McGann, Commissioner 
of Public Works, gave an address on ‘‘The Municipal En- 
gineering of Chicago,”’ in which he touched with no light 
hand on the defective conditions and unsatisfactory finan- 
cial and political affairs of the city. The meeting ad- 
journed about midnight. 


CONNECTICUT SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS 
AND SURVEYORS.-—The sixteenth annual meeting and 
dinner of the society was held at Hartford on Jan. 
% The address of the President, Mr. E. D. Graves, M. 
Am. Soc. C. E., ineluded an encouraging review of 
the past year, as related to the society, and the 
profession. It was suggested that an Assistant Secre- 
tary, in close touch with the President, might collect 
valuable information during the year regardirg the 
progress of engineering work in the state, the results 
to be included in the annual report. The address con- 
tained a plea for a more satisfactory recognition of the 
engineering profession and for freeing engineers from the 
trammels of political organizations. 

The report of the Secretary, Mr. George K. Crandall, 
showed a total membership of 106 at the close of the year, 
to which 38 names were added during the meeting. 

The first paper was by Prof. Wm. Lispenard Robb. It 
described a new concrete dam and power house recently 
built at Tariffville, Conn., for the Hartford Electric Light 
Co. The dam is founded on trap rock and is 25 ft. above 
the normal water level of the stream. A fall of 33 ft. is 
utilized, giving an average of 2,000 HP. during nine months 
of the year. The transmission line is of aluminum. At 
the time the wire was bought copper was 19\% cts. per Ib., 
while the cost of aluminum was the equivalent of copper at 
154 cts. The dam was built in 75 days from starting work 
on the coffer dam, and in 40 days after construction of 
the dam proper was begun. 

A paper on “Physical and Heat Treatment of Structural 
Steel’? was read by Mr. Henry Souther. It was illustrated 
by numerous specimens and micro-photographs, accom- 
panied by chemical analyses and tests of the specimens. 

Mr. Geo. B. Rogers read a paper on “‘The Co-operation of 
Architects and Engineers,’’ in which he urged more har- 
monious action on the part of the two proféssions. 

Lantern slides showing views of the improved sewerage 


system of Providence, R. I., were exhibited by Mr. Herbert 
E. Knight, who was engaged on the work. This work has 
been in progress for Many years. Besides a system of 
intercepting sewers it includes a pumping station with a 
lift of 29 ft. and large chemical precipitation tanks. When 
the intercepting sewers were started, rubble masonry side 
walls were used, but for some years past concrete has been 
employed exclusively, with a wearing surface, merely, of 
brick. Concrete has also been used for the foundations of 
the pumping station and for the precipitation tanks. The 
site for the pumping station was in very troublesome quick- 
sand, so bad that space for the footing courses had to be 
fought for, almost foot by foot. The foundations were 
started in small sections, using concrete in bags to dam ou! 
the quicksand. The precipitation tanks have their vertical 
walls and bottoms joined by curves, to avoid corners for 
the lodgement of sludge. The sewage first passes through 
large roughing tanks, then goes to smaller tanks. The 
roughing tanks also hold the more dilute night sewage in 
reserve for mixing with the stronger day sewage, thus 
equaiizing the character of the sewage to be treated. The 
sludge passes by gravity to a sludge well, from which two 
Shone ejectors lift it to a tank in which the moisture is 
reduced by drainage, the liquor being sent back to the pre- 
cipitation tanks for further treatment. The sludge is dug 
into the ground, but sludge presses are being built.
